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COLLECTOR UNLOADED 





Two weeks ago we called attention 
to the fact that many collectors were 
doubtless stuck with a bunch of Mr. 
Farley’s Commemoratives which they 
had hoped to cash in on profitably 
and which today were worth only 
their postage value. We stated that 
collectors who had been bitten by the 
speculative bug and who were tired 
of holding the stuff did not need dis- 
pose of it at less than face as is often 
the case with material of this sort. 
We offered to accept it at full face 
value in payment for stock in Lin- 
print Inc., and right away one of our 
stockholders sent in $50.00 worth of 
sheets, all different sheets of many 
different stamps and took up our offer 
for five shares of stock. 

That is one way to get your money 
out of your investment in this sort 
of material. 

On the other hand, we can not 
understand why Mr. Farley has not 
been fair with the collectors and spec- 
ulators who have bought his stamps. 
Without question, propaganda in 
stamp papers, but more so in news- 
papers, many of which have stamp 
columns edited by wholly inexperi 
enced philatelists, as well as propagan- 
da emanating from sources directly tied 
with Mr. Farley have led many peo- 
ple to make investments in sheets of 
stamps with the hope of turning them 
at a profit. In fact the investment in 
this class of material has been so 
heavy in some sources that the mar- 
ket for all late commemoratives has 
been wrecked for years to come. Time 
was when a few sheets laid away 
would turn out within a couple or 
three years to be a decent investment, 
at least the collector could turn them 
at 10 to 20% over face which was 
not an unsatisfactory figure. 

We blame Mr. Farley for the pres- 
ent situation more than anyone else 
and he has power to remedy the situ- 
ation and make it a worthwhile in- 
vestment field for the collector who 
likes to make his investment in 
stamps. All that need be done is to 
limit the issue of the Commemora- 
tives in one of two ways. 

Either announce before issue the 
total number of stamps to be issued 





with the understanding that the un- 
issued quantity will be placed in the 
Philatelic Agency and carried till sold 
and that there will be no reprinting 
under any circumstance. Or, when a 
new stamp is issued announce that it 
will be on sale at the Agency until a 
certain announced date and that after 
that date the remainders will be de- 
stroyed. In this manner, the collector 
who wishes to invest can know just 
what to figure on and when issues are 
too large he can leave them alone. 


Certainly if the collector is to be 
encouraged to speculate in these 
sheets, he should have some assurance 
that he will be given a decent chance 
to cash in on his holdings. Rather 
than do this the Department has re- 
printed time and again certain stamps 
which were heavily bought and then 
the reprinting made the holdings of 
the collectors worthless for any use 
other than postage and when it comes 
to stamps like the 25c clipper, the 
10c Lindbergh Air Mail, stamps which 
one has no opportunity to use up for 
postage, it is going just a bit too far. 

Therefore collectors who have been 
stuck with such stamps should wel- 
come the announcement that we have 
arranged whereby we can accept such 
stamps in payment for purchases of 
stock in Linprint Inc. If you have 
sheets of these 25c clippers or any of 
the other airs that you have been los- 
ing interest on for the past few years, 
unload them now and forget your 
troubles.

S had been expected, the June 
3rd article on Tannou Touva 
brought additional information 
on this country and its postal 
issues. It develops that collectors have 
obtained covers from the country simply 
by sending a remittance and prepared 
covers. An English collector had such a 
cover illustrated in a London magazine 
and closer to home is James E. Lucier of 

Mattoon, IIl., who writes that he has ob- 
tained four such covers simply by send- 
ing them, prepared, with a dime each to 
the Postmaster, Viga, Val Bator Hoto, 
Tannou Touva, Northern Mongolia, and 
marking envelope “Via Union of Social- 
istic Soviet Republics.” 

More light on the signature ‘“Mezh- 
dunarodnaja Kniga” in the letter telling 
of the Touvan service, develops this is 
the name of a Soviet import and export 
bureau and actual letters submitted bore 
this title with individual name signed be- 
low just like any other firm signature. 
Harry E. Schneider of Buffalo tells of 
sending a book to this bureau at their 
request. 

Bela Sekula of the Stamp Import & 
Export Corp. submits letters, covers and 
other data bearing on the postal service. 
Mr. Sekula has wholesaled Touvan is- 
sues and had 6,000 to 8,000 covers sent 
him from Touva. Each cover bears a 
number of stamps and is registered from 
either Kizil or Turan and all are back- 
stamped either in Switzerland or the 
U. S. The return adddress of the “Sov- 
iet Philatelic Assn., Moscow,” on each is 
explained by his submitting a copy of a 
letter from this bureau stating they had 
sent him 2,000 covers as per contract 
from Touva and that the receipts for 
same were now held by them. The bu- 
reau also wholesaled Touvan issues and 
included them in its lists, but the stamps 
are claimed to have come from Touva, 
the Soviet official agency apparently be- 
ing Touva’s agent or intermediary in for- 
eign sales to dealers. The Association 
stated the rumors concerning Tannou 
Touva and its stamps were “irresponsible 
and wholly unjustified.” 

The only instance of these stamps on 
commercial mail is reported by Thomas 
Cliffe, English packet maker, who re- 
ported that he bought at one time a 
number of original covers addressed to 
business houses in England, all of the 
letters being mailed from Touva and 
franked with its stamps. Some of these 
teached the firm of Whitfield, King & 
Co. and upon this evidence they have

continued to catalogue the stamps in 
their catalog. 

The correct name of this little known 
country is Touva, spelled locally “TbBA”; 
Tannou Touva being an obsolete form of 
the name and no longer used. Its his- 
tory is mixed with the turbulent gov- 
ernments of China and Russia, the state 
being buffer of the economic and politi- 
cal beliefs of the two for many years. Its 
present boundaries are Mongolia to the 





east, south and southwest and Siberia on 
the other frontiers, total area approxi- 
mately 106,000 square miles. Popula- 
tion in 1927 was 70,000, of which 12,000 
were Russians and the remainder native 
Mongols and Chinese. The capital is 
Kizil (KbZbL) and its population at the 
time was 3,000. 





Russian sovereignty was first extended 
over the district in 1914 by proclamation 
of a protectorate by the Czar in 1914. 
Prior to that time China had nominally 
controlled the territory. The Chinese 
tried to regain it by a military expedition 
in 1918, but this failed when the White 
Russian forces in Siberia were defeated 
by the Soviets in July, 1919. At first 
Touva felt the chaos of the Russian Rev- 
olution but on August 13, 1921, a sort of 
national convention attended by delega- 
tions from both Mongolia and Siberia 
as well as Touva, declared the state in- 
dependent, established an elected govern- 
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About Touva’s Issues 


ranged friendly relations with Russia. On 
Sept. 9 the Soviet government renounced 
the Czar’s protectorate proclamation. In 
1924 the new people’s republic crushed a 
revolt headed by the Buddhist clergy. 
Treaties since have arranged for Russian 
organization of finances and a bank, and 
as practically all trade is with Russia, 
this accounts for the routing of stamp 
sales through that country’s agencies. 
Since its formation the country has 
gradually been organized along the lines 
of a soviet government, by methods used 
similarly in the USSR itself and though 
nominally independent, the government 
follows the pattern of the federated Sov- 
iet republics. 

The government has a monopoly on 
foreign trade, the products of the country 
prior to Soviet penetration being solely 
cattle, furs, hides, and similar products. 
Mineral wealth is now being developed. 
There is a road into Mongolia and one 
into Russia and the government was con- 
structing motor highways of a sort at last 
reports. Navigation to a limited extent 
exists on the Jenessei River, which flows 
into Siberia. The people are in the main 
hunters, but Russian immigrants are 
raising grain. 

Regarding the postal service, Mr. Se- 
kula submits a photostat of a letter from 
the “General Post Office Administration 
of the People’s Republic of Touva’”’ dated 
January 1937 and stating the 31 new 
stamps were to commemorate the 15th 
anniversary of the foundation of the re- 
public as well as introduction of the new 
monetary system. This is the set pic- 
tured in Scott’s tentative listings under 
“1936,” 22 stamps for ordinary postage 
and nine for airmail. In addition to Mr. 
Sekula’s covers, Whitfield King & Co. 
also reported receiving a cover and this 
was illustrated in a British magazine in 
April 1937 and was to a collector who 
had simply sent money to Kizil and 
asked to have a cover sent. As all these 
stamps are accepted for postage, it is 
evident they are postage stamps. 

Touva does not belong to the Univer- 
sal Postal Union and hence its stamps 
are not good (theoretically) for prepay- 
ing international postage. No explana- 
tion has ever been offered why covers do 
not also bear Russian stamps, as in ac- 
cepting and transmitting mails bearing 
only these stamps, the Soviet Union has 
violated U. P. U. regulations. The Sov- 
iet does not treat Touvan post offices as 
being its own and they are not included 
in its postal directory.

therefore are like those of many another 
country before it joined the Universal 
Postal Union, though in their instance 
the requirement of affixing stamps of the 
first UPU member country through 
which mail passed was followed. In- 
stances of this have been early Ethiopia 
which required stamps of Djbouti if ad- 
dressed outside Ethiopia; and Afghani- 
stan, which until 10 years or so ago was 
not a member and whose mail to foreign 
countries was routed through an agent 
who affixed Indian stamps on outgoing 
mail and Afghan stamps on incoming 
mail. Touva is one of the few places in 
the world not a U. P. U. member. 

The airmail stamps on the basis of all 
present information on them are the only 
ones needing explanation. There are no 
airfields in Touva, mail being transported 
by ordinary means to Irkutsk in Siberia 
and flown from there. Since Touvan 
stamps are no good (still in theory) out- 
side Touva, they cannot pay the air fee 
from Irkutsk. Such mail should properly 
bear Touva regular postage for transmis- 
sion within that country and Russian 
stamps for postage required by air within 
Russia. However, since these stamps are 
treated by Russia as valid, apparently 
there is some agreement regarding their 
use between the two countries, particu- 
larly as most international mail must be 
of an official character when the soviet- 
ized form of the Touvan government is 
considered. However the fact that Tou- 
van stamps were issued by a government 


$3.85 | not adhering to the UPU does not war- 


rant their exclusion from catalogues. The 
catalogues recognize many issues under 
similar circumstances, most prominent 
being Afghanistan and the Indian Native 
States. The main challenge against the 
Touvan issues has been the difficulty of 
obtaining concrete official data on the 
stamps, which again is fairly well ex- 
plained by the type of government.

A Missing Number One 





The first stamp of Guadeloupe might 
have been a 5 centimes stamp instead of 
the 20c on 30c listed, if a ship had not 
put in an appearance before it was ex- 
pected. A shortage of 5c, 20c and 25c 
stamps of the general issue for French 
Colonies developed in February, 1884. 
Guadeloupe had no stamps of its own, 
but used the general “Peace and Com- 
merce” design of 1877, issued to most 
colonies. A quantity of 4c, 30c and 35c 
of these being on hand it was decreed 
that these be surcharged to supply the 
needed values. This was done but before 
the 5c (which was surcharged on the 4c) 
could be issued a fresh supply of 5c 
Colonials arrived. The surcharges were 
then ordered burned, and today three 
slightly scorched specimens, retrieved 
from the bonfire are known to exist.

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There’s one Railway Post Office you 
can’t get a postmark of, for the reason 
that it’s a magazine. ts name is The 
Railway Post Office and is published 
monthly by the Railway Mail Assn., an 
association of Railway Mail Clerks, the 
Union as it were, of the clerks. Very lit- 
tle of its space is of philatelic interest as 
it is devoted almost entirely to fraternal 
matters. Richard S. Clover of Phila- 
delphia had a brief article on street car 
RPO’s in the December issue. The 
magazine is published at 508 A. F. of L. 
Bldg., Washington, D. C. 


If you have a postmark of Winn. &

The motor truck operated by the R.

North Conway & Boston RPO was 
changed to Portland & Boston about two 
years ago, but the office still uses the 
old facing slips according to a specimen 
submitted by John P. Colby, Jr., of 
Newburyport, Mass. Facing slips, for 
the benefit of the new collector, we might 
explain, are small slips averaging about 
3x5 inches and bear on one side the ab- 
breviated name of the RPO from which 
the bundle of mail (to which facing slip 
is attached) has been dispatched. Above 
the name of the RPO appears the name 
of town to which the bundle is dis- 
patched. Below the printing the clerk 
applies an impression of his personal 
stamp, which is rarely found on mail 
itself, for it is not intended for use on 
mail. This stamped marking is a single 
line circle of varying size containing in 
the center the date and around the inside 
of the circle the name of clerk and his 
RPO. It is almost always found in 
colored ink. Since facing slips are gen- 
erally removed by the post office to 
which the bundle is consigned, these 
slips seldom reach addresses and conse- 
quently most collectors never see them. 
They do make nice additions to an RPO 
collection because of their usually bear- 
ing clear impressions of the regular RPO 
postmark and often the clerk’s personal 
stamp. 





The RPO cancel “San Bernardino & 
L. A. Kite” is explained by S. G. Hulse 
as being used on a loop run between 
Los Angeles and San Bernardino, the 
route being in the shape of a kite. The 
route is still in operation but whether 
the cancel with “Kite” in name is in use 
is not known to Mr. Hulse.

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Those Mystery Labels 
Several readers sent in comments on 
the article on the “Mystery Postal 
Labels” printed on page 487 of the May 
27 LINN’S. George Nobilski of Stowe, 
Pa., submitted a cover with 2c Vermil- 
ion with cancel of New York City dated 
May 22, 1883, which was returned to the 
sender with a rubberstamp over the ad- 
dress inscribed “Returned To Writer— 
Cannot be found by N. Y. P. O.” Down 
in the lower left corner of the cover is a

label, very much like the topmost one 
illustrated, differing only in a few words 
of the inscription and undoubtedly print- 
ed at the same place as those illustrated 
as type used is identical. The paper is 
a deep yellow. Herman Herst, Jr. of 
New York writes that he has seen these 
labels, like the top one illustrated, used 
on covers about 1882 and postmarked 
in New York City. His last one was 
postmarked at Morrisania (now the 
Bronx). 

Stephen G. Rich reports a number of 
labels of similar design and wording in 
the accumulation formed by his father 
before 1900. The first design is repre- 
sented in several settings and variations 
in wording with color running “pale 
lemon through lemon (commonest) to 
full yellow.” All are perf. 12. Two 
copies bear parts of postmarks, both 
having year date “90” and one undoubt- 
edly New York City. He has an imperf. 
specimen of the first type on green sur- 
face colored paper. He also has one 
like the third one except it is inscribed 
“Dead Letter Office” under the “Post 
Office Department.” Mr. Rich submits 
a specimen with the imprint “N. Y. P. 
O. PRINT” with printed signature of 
Cornelius Van Cott, Postmaster over 
which is rubberstamped in much larger 
type “C. W. Dayton, P. M.” This is a 
horizontal format imperf label, having 
no heading except the printing record at 
top “New York Post Office, 4150. (Ed. 
4—50,000),” the message being to effect 
that letter could not be delivered as there

Editor’s Nesdhouk 


SUPPLY AND Frequently the question 
DEMAND is raised why catalogues 

price used copies of 
many stamps no higher than unused 
copies, though the used copies are known 
to be much scarcer and in some instances 
difficult to obtain, while unused speci- 
mens may be obtained readily. Our 
Australian columnist brought this up last 
week in his column, commenting on the 
apparent inaccuracies in pricing of issues 
he was familiar with. 

Stamp prices are based, like any other 
commodity, on the supply available and 
the demand therefor. The quantity ex- 
isting of a stamp may frequently have 
nothing or at best very little to do with 
the price. Nicaragua can issue 1,000 of 
a set and after some years have gone by, 
it still may be selling for less than $2. 
Such a price would be considered absurd 
for a U. S. issue of which 50 or 100 
times as many were issued; the answer 
simply being that there are many, many 
more purchasers for the U. S. issue than 
there would be for the Nicaraguan. When

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cataloguers do set up high prices based 
on the very small quantities issued, and 
the country is one for which there is 
little demand and only infrequent sales, 
the stamps are offered at big discounts 
by dealers having them. Russian Wrangel 
issues are good examples; Cilicia, an- 
other. Some U. S. collectors have in 
their possession more copies of just one 
U. S. stamp than existed of all of some 
numbers of these two countries, yet the 
prices of the U. S. remain higher than 
the unpopular, though much scarcer 
stamps. 

It is true that many used stamps are 
priced the same as unused, though the 
cancelled are much scarcer than the un- 
used. This is true notably in the British 
Colonials, where many a stamp can be 
readily obtained in mint condition, but 
with difficulty in postally used condition. 
Yet the latter will often cost less than 
the unused copy. The reason is the same 
as stated above, the price is based on 
demand and demand generally is heavier 
for unused. This was not always true in 
stamp collecting, for in the first years of 
the hobby, the used stamp was by far 
most popular and often collectors of mint 
copies were accused of not being postage 
stamp collectors at all. Times and fancies 
have changed; changed so that the trend 
is reversed. Consequently many a high 
value British Colonial, though it be a fine 
used copy and difficult to locate—in fact 
sometimes almost impossible to find— 
takes a back seat in price to its unused 
fellow who never paid postage but is 
more pcpular. 

The law of supply and demand applies 
throughout stamp collecting and before 
catalogue quotations are criticised, the 
collectur should consider this, as it is far 
more important than any other item of 
statistics on any stamp. Of course, there 
are some who claim a stamp is worth 
whatever the owner prices it—as the 
owner of that August 1861 1c U. S. stated 
when he said his stamp was worth $50,- 
000. In his case he had all the “supply” 
but there was no “demand,” at least to 
the extent of $50,000. 


U. S. SEMI- 
POSTALS? 


The Santa Monica Stamp 
Club has petitioned for 
the issuance of semi- 
postals by the U. S. government for the 
same purpose as similar issues in for- 
eign countries: to raise funds for a cause. 
What reception this proposal will receive 
in official quarters is anyone’s guess. 
There is no doubt the cause plead for is 
a worthy one. Whether the means pro- 
posed will meet with approval from 
philately is considerably less certain. 
After years of having thousands of such 
issues forced upon us, raising funds for 
most anything and everything, the in- 
troduction of this system of fund raising 
in the U. S. faces strong opposition. It 
will be interesting to watch the results of 
this proposal, for if adopted it will mark 
a new policy in issuing U. S. stamps.

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The Forum 


To The Editor: 

In the May 8th issue of LINN’S STAMP 
NEWS you published an article in your edi- 
torial column on EXHIBITION POLL and re- 
fer to the California Collectors Club applying 
the Gallup Poll to a vote in its exhibition. You 
state that this is an innovation! I wish to call 
your attention to the Seventh Annual Exhibi- 
tion of the Oregon Stamp Society just closed 
yesterday, May 21st, at which we held what 
we call our popularity award. As is our 
annual custom the frames bear only a serial 
number and visitors cast a ballot for their pref- 
erence. Many visitors of course are not stamp 
collectors but are allowed to vote; the voting 
needless to say is sometimes surprising to more 
experienced collectors. Often votes are cast 
for ornateness alone. I might say that juniors 
usually ask: “Is that the number of my dad’s 
frame?’ We suspect that “stamp widows” 
who are not collectors are mentally considering 
the same question—they no doubt feel that 
some reward should be earned for those long 
hours spent hovering over a stamp display. 

In your editorial you state that ‘‘the benefits 
of such polls are needless to enumerate.

In our club the popu- 
larity contest is always accompanied with much 
good humor. Since the awards given by the 
official judges are announced at our annual 
banquet on Saturday and the exhibition is still 
open to the public and to votes on Sunday, it 
is not possible to announce the winner of the 
popularity contest until the following regular 
business meeting of the club. Then the fun 
begins. So far in our experience we have been 
fortunate in always having fine frames win the 
contest, always entered by some hard working 
and worthy member of the club. We forbid 
electioneering within twenty feet of the polls 
unless it is done openly and without malice. 
We suggest that if other clubs adopt the Gal- 
lup Poll or Popularity Contest that they enact 
the same ruling, especially if the award is— 
shall we say—a golden trophy.

STAMPS WITH A FUTURE 

Let us consider the requisites of those 
classes of stamps that the collecting fra- 
ternity consider as having a future. In- 
variably you will find them very popular 
and having a large following. In order 
to get a large following there must be 
plenty of common or easy-to-get stamps. 
This naturally creates a potential demand 
for the scarcer items. Analyzing the Bu- 
reau Print field and that of the regular 
U. S. field we find that both of these 
classes easily fall under the “Stamps 
With a Future” classification. So when 
we noted the other day that the Kansas 
and Nebraska overprint precancels were 
supposed to be stamps with a future we 
could not heartily agree. There can be 
no denying that these precancels are 
scarce but there are very few collecting 
them and still fewer starting collections 
of them. And the reason for this can be 


U.S. NOTES 





Ever have a U. S. stamp with “moire 
background”? We noted an adv. in a 
foreign periodical of the 2c 1926-27 perf. 
11x10%4 (No. 634) at $1 per mint block 
of four with such a background. As no 
such issues are known to have been pro- 
duced it follows that the colored back- 
ground frequently found on U. S. stamps 
must have been mistaken for a moire. 
This colored background is simply the 
result of poorly wiped plates. In engrav- 
ing ink is forced into recesses of the 
plate, but wiped clean of surface of plate 
—if not wiped clean this ink prints too, 
making the entire stamp colored faintly 
where it should be white. While such 
stamps are not worth less than other 
copies, they are not worth more. 


Apparently the Canal Zone Philatelic 
Agency will send stamps of any grade 
centering so long as any remain. S. Mor- 
ton Shulman reports receiving the 30c 
so badly off-center he “thought he had 
acquired an official bisect.” The 30c 
stamp is now off the Agency list, but the 
14c, apparently also only in poor copies, 
remains. 


Covers bearing postal markings of 
Alaska Territory in its early years are 
very uncommon, and in fact none we 
believe has been noted earlier than in the 
early 1870s. John Tipton of Columbus 
recently showed us a small cover with 3c 
1869 with postmark of standard small 
circle of the period inscribed “SITKA— 
ALASKA T.” The letter inside was 
dated in September, 1870, and was from 


a lieutenant in command of troops, to his 
father. 


nothing other than the fact there are 
few, if any, common or easy to get items 
in this class and as a consequence few 
get interested in them. Those precancels 
were pretty high from the very start, are 
high now, and will be high ten years 
from now but the difference in price be- 
tween 1929 and 1949 will be so little that 
it will surely be stretching a point to say 
these are stamps with a future.

It has been hot and sticky in New 
York, and new issue dealers must break 
these sheets into individual sets to satisfy 
customers who have been clamoring for 
these stamps since they were announced. 
So picture the poor new issue dealer if 
you will, with French Colonial stamps 
sticking to his fingers, Cameroons in his 
hair, and each arrival of the postman 
bringing more indignant letters from cus- 
tomers who ordered the stamps two 
weeks ago. 





We have just learned that they are 
having a World’s Fair in San Francisco. 
We, here in New York, had heard ru- 
mors to that effect and they were con- 
firmed by the arrival here of the new 
Ecuador stamps commemorating the 
Golden Gate Exposition. This is another 
of those famous (or infamous) limited 
issue sets. 





Clean out your album pages, folks, we 
have just learned that France is issuing 
fifty commemorative stamps to honor the 
150th anniversary of Bastille Day. There 
has been a good deal of feeling here that 
France is issuing too many stamps.

When it was announced that the for- 
eign buildings at the New York World’s 
Fair would sell stamps of their own 
country, New York dealers protested 
fearing that these stamps would be sold 
at face value. A check up showed that 
in almost every case, the stamps were 
selling for higher prices at the Fair than 
the dealer’s quotation. 


Australian Stamp Imitated 





Australian stamp collectors recently 
were surprised to learn of the existence 
of imitations of the one-shilling Lyre 
Bird stamp, which were not forgeries in 
the accepted use of that term. These 
were produced by the stamp printing 
works (Institut du Gravure) of the 
French government at Paris. In 1932 or 
1933 Australia was seeking some better 
means of producing its stamps and was 
making inquiries regarding rotary press 
machines. To show how its product 
looked, the French office imitated the 
Lyre stamp, being careful to draw lines 
through the name “AUSTRALIA” and 
the figures of value and printed at least 
one sheet of these in red. Recently 
copies came on the market via an Eng- 
lish stamp firm, the French origin being 
proven by the paper, the marginal in- 
scriptions on the sheets and the perfora- 
tions—all typical of that printing office. 
Official Australian information on the 
circumstances of the essay or imitation 
were not immediately forthcoming.
